: LH land smelit Lckless is the 
ocean - voyager who has missed 
that memorable hour when month- 

lon briny breezes suddenly drop and there 

steals upon him from afar that indeserib- 
able earth odor, breathing of imminent 
shores and journey s enc. 

It greeted us and our ship one daz- 
zling September morning. South Atrica 
at last! We were tearing the continent 
which Pliny so intriguingly characterized 
us the source of “always something 
new.” 

To-day, apparently, the journalist's 
“something new" atwut South Africa lies 
in the net too widely recognized fact that 
it isn'tall jungle, lions, elephants, ancl half- 
naked blacks, as the movies too often sug- 
west, but instead a homelike land, where 
European -deseended peoples have been 
implinting towns, industries, aml institu- 
tions for two centuries. 

For instance, most of the gomg-away 
cifts we had received had taken, rather dis- 
quietingly, the form of succor to two it- 
trepid explorers bound for perilous parts. 
Among those gifts we had found a loose 
card that reac, “Hopinir you'll use this 
often while in South Africa.” Bur to 
which package did itrefer? To that which 
contained a volume, “In Darkest Attica,” 
accumpunied, significantly, by an electric 


torch? Or to the quinine tablets? to 
the first-aid kit? Or ta the bottle of —? 
Rut no! We couldn't imagine any true 
friend actually “hoping” that we'd use that 
battle of snake-bite-serum “offen.” 


“wy MOT THE SUNNY CONTINENT?” 


The ship's doctor hod looked in on us 
and our gifteand had answered some ques- 
tions: *Malarin? Stick to the main travel 
routes and you'll find none while you are 
in the Union of South Africa, Not tut 
that the Union has a few comparatively 
stiall and outlying malarial regions which 
one tmust avoid between October and 
March, And what's this?’ He picked up 
“In Darkest Africa,” then chuckled : “The 
‘Date Continent! Well, as a matter of 
fact, Kimberley averages about three more 
hows daily of bright sunshine than New 
York, and between six and seyen more 
hows than Loudon, Sowhy not the Sanriy 
Continent? 

Ant enough we found his epithet when, 
under that dazzling September sunlight, 
there jutted up from the ocean's brilliant 
bite the vast manve mass of Table Mour- 
tain. So completely do its colossal dimen- 
cions hide the hinterland that the Table, 
with its crowning “tiblecloth” of cloud, 
appears at first sight as an ocean -gitt 
island (see illustration, page 30.2). 
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But why the table simme? ‘For os, in 
the imiountam shaped itself into two 
much more appropriate emblems: a great 
African elephant prone beside a 
towerme South Atrican ont hill ‘Yes, 
we agreed, those early skippers; who first 
called the Cape “The Tavern of the Seas,” 
mehe well fave ace, “At the Sten of 
the BKlephant tone Ant: Ail.” 

An hector later our weeks of hiaire sea are 
sky ented in the untorvettable re rh 
ot Cape Towns flower -clad subtropical 
springtide.

And thus we came to that famous cape 
upon which men beean bestowing epithets 
in the Leth century, 

‘Caha Tarmentoso” | Cane of Storms), 
reported Bartholomew Diaz, after having 
iiscovered it m t488. “No, bot rather 
Cabo da Hoa Esperanea™ (Cane of Geel 
| lope J), responce] hrs master, ‘King Telin 

Portugal, foreseemeg in that discovery 
anew conte to the Enst and a lion's share 
i the Ineian trade 
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“Fama and feared of pall men,” shud- 
dered the first Englishman to double the 
Cape in 1s7g, “The fairest cape we saw 
in the whole circumference of the earth,” 

eclared Francis Drake, having sailed 
arvun the globe in 1580. 

And in the 18th century, Cape wines 
having attained celebrity, witty Dick Sher- 
dan must mild his pun wher the decanter 
mint dev: “Well, if we can’t double the 
Cape, we must return to Madeira.” 

Hut epithet-bestowing proved easter than 
the colonizing of a seagirt wildemess, 
where aborigines wandered the shores, liv- 
ing on shellish and burying their dead in 
dulmens adorned with colored drawings ; 
where the hinterland was infested hy “ty- 


gers atid by Kafirs or Atheists, the ac- 


cursed progeny of Chan.” A century and 
a half after Ding the Cape was still no more 
than a revictaaliny port for the East In- 
dianwn, Unwanted, it remained @ free- 
to-all “Tavern of the Seas” and a. sort of 
maritime postal station whose letter-hoxes 
were stones. 

“There are still ta be seen at Cape Town 
those inscribe slabs under which carly 
navigators “posted” letters for subsequent 
ships to carry Europe-ward. “John Rob- 
erty,” for example, scratches on his slab 
that he, “Commander of the Lesser James, 
ar. ye Sth Decem. (and) de. ye 2titl, 
1623. Look with thie line for leteres.”

Finally, in 1652, the eastal “tavern” re 
ceived its first permanent sojourners. They 
were severity colonists, sent uut as “sery- 
ants af the Dutch East India 'C emperny,” 
under Ceammander Jan yan Riebeek. 

“Shules of Father Knickerbocker, who 
is that?” we exclaimed, as, customs mapec- 
tion over, our taxt whirled us inti town. 
fodeerl, the sturdy statue, in ines breeches, 
low shoes, broad-skirted cont, and shovel 
hat, might have stepped out of Washimg- 
ton Irving's pages. And, heightening the 
illusion, near the statue's pedestal there 
duttered the Netherlands’ onnge-white- 
and-blue basner which in early days was 
adopted hy New York. 

A ascond plance showed the flag to be 
centered by the composite bearings of the 
Linion of South Africa, while the statue, 
with that dogved, p-and-doing air, turned 
out to be Van Riebeck himself,

Fron bis peechestal he surveys the princ- 
pal street of the town, which he and his 
fellow-colonists, together with the Frenel 
Huguenot emigrants of 1687, founded in 
the uiwanted African wilds. He stands 
almest within view of the fortress of thase 
days, the ald “Kastcel de Goede Hoop,” 
with its gray archway enfriezed with the 
arms of Dutch towns. Me might still feel 
quite at heme under mare than one near-by 
roof that shelters collections of Dratch mas- 
ters, stinkwood frrniture, models of Dutch 
galleans, and kitchen utensils wherein of 
old were prepared korhics, wafels, oF pan- 
nehork, 

But he would scarcely recognize in the 
titinicipality’s lovely gardens the East 
India Company's vegetable patch, where 
European seeds were first planted in the 
colony, And a glance up Adderley Street. 
with ts stately Parliament Flouse. its lusy 
chops, its curb market of dazzing Cape 
flowers, would amaze him: for the sound 
of the rattle watchmen of his days has 
heen replaced by the explosive stammer 
of motor eveles, whereon silk-stockingerl 
young ladies ride pillion, And the great 
shx-cutting hackeround, ble Table Moun- 
tain, which formed! the limiting harrier of 
his colony. is.now nonchalantly scaled by 
anyone Via atrial cable. 

“One might ramble for days m Cape 
‘Town's haleony-shaced streets—a feature, 
these halennies, of all Union cities—with 
the crapemyrtle peering gaudily aver walls 
and the tmenolia’s breath abroad, whtle 
half imagining onesel! to he in some gra- 
cine town, aromatic of the past. im the 
Southern States. of Aneria. 

Yet onc mist except from the compari- 
aon the eolorfil presence of the Malays— 
the descendants, mainly, of slaves brought 
long ago from Holland's colonies— in 
whnise cryic (uarter me Ah the shim, 
dark-cved girls, the grave, turhaned babas, 
the mosqties- and minarets, of what is A 
veritable bit of oriental bie. When the 
muezziti's pruver call floats on high and the 
white-robed Faithful prostrate themselves

WHERE THE BUSH MEN LEFT THEIR 
FAIS TINGS 

North of East London we crossed the 
Great Kei River. Its waters givea bound- 
ary atid a name to the Transkeian Terr- 
tories, while its caves contain one of the 
world’s most interesting art collections. 

Without invoking the moot question of 
“What is art?’ these Bushman rock pamt- 
ings may truly be described as “primi- 
tives.” Scattered widely throughout South 
Africa are these naive representations of 
aninuls or matehlike men, either ent in the 
rack or executed thereon in whites, blues, 
reds, and yellows. Incdubitably at was pre- 
histeric man who created. somewhat simi- 
lar art galleries in France and Spam; vet 
the crux of determining whether a Bush- 
ran painting be prehistoric or mot Tes in 
the striking fact that his asictent art was 
precteed dawn tos century ago. 


Odd little Aftican anomaly, at onee a 
contemporary of the rock painting and the 
televisioned portrait! Picture him im the 
Kalahari Desert to-day—a small, lean, un- 
gainly figure, of ditty yellow skin, with 
thick lips, receding chin, prominent cheek- 
bones, and slant eyes, Imagine him as 
one of an aboriginal, untribalized pack of 
the hunting, indiscriminately mating Ma- 
sarwa. Conceive him, armed with his ven- 
om-tipped arrows, a: eating the remains 
of some sated Hon's kill, or devouring ants 
and lice, ar planting the sind dunes with 
cuplike ostrich shells that he may drink 
of the rarely falling rams. 

For centuries driven hither and yon by 
successive Bantu tribes, he hos made his 
final stand in a desert, where, there being 
no rocks to paint, he mopes lke some out- 
cast child who has lost its only toy. 

Poor little unadapted, dying Bushman! 
Vet, in his day, died not even he humbly 
evolve, by feather brush and horn paint 
pot, from Dashman into—say, Brushman 
For his squat brow has known the brun 
aweat of creation, which lifts a man above 
the beasts (see illustration, page 447). 
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With Uintata as a starting point, we

Discovered In 165, these mysterious Rhodesian ruins of Zimbabwe were Hee pase iatenl with 
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Everyone knows what lies under the 
rainbow. En this:case the treasure lay im 
Griqualand West and took the form of 
diamonds. It.was in 1870 that that wily, 
dust-swept region had suddenly changed 
from No Man's Land to Byeryman’s Land, 
when diamonds were discovered: there. 
Later, by the Keate Award, tt was an- 
nexed to Cape Colony within such meticu- 
lowly drown boundaries that inside one 
farmer's house the family dined in that 
colony and went to bed im the Orange Free 
State. 

“Playing jackstones with diamonds! 
Somehow that electrifying caption wns 
overlooked by news reporters in 1866, 
whet, at Hopetown, on the Orange River, 
the presetice of dimmonds.in South Atrica 
was signaled by a child, who was discov- 
ered playing with a casually picked-up 
gem weighing 2t'4 carats. — 

Atoonce the South African diamond 
fever was on. Ships lost their crews, 
overseas shopkeepers their clerks, police 
forces their “bobbies,” the anderworld its 
crooks: and perhaps the Church lost 
curate, and certainly Natal lost.n budding 
cotter planter—he had once felt drawn 
to the ministry —in the que of an i 
validish young fellow named Cecil John 
Rhodes. All raked up the pree te get 
them to Griquatand’s "desert of drought 
and drmends.” 


PRECTOUS STONES MARKETED BY TITE TON 


Future Kimberley was soon. scetie of 
cativas tents, of wagons converted ito 
huts, of prospectors sieving the diumond- 
iferous earth, and of “kopje-wallopers” 
those who bovght other men’s finds on 
speculation—hurrving to and fra among 
the sorting tahiles: 

Also, there auppeeitredt the Teseureetil 
“TD. BO (lier diatend buyer), whoa, 
cooperating. with what might he descrilred 
as the dimmontl-stenling industry, smug- 
ied out stones in contravention to the 
jaw. Stowing gems in cigarettes, pipes, 
and hollow shoe-heels by no means ex- 
hausted His ingenuity. ‘The hungry-dog 
trick —that is, feeding a starved) anmmal 
on meat containing diamends ancl sulee- 
quently retrieving them by enttme him 
open—was much in vogue. 

Under desert conditions, food was often 
more precious than ciamonils, asd bathe, if 
you could afford that luxury, were taken im 





imported soda water. Despite prophecies 
of a brief year's lie for Kimbericy, the 
first two decades showed. a production of 
six tons of diamonds from the Griqun 
country. Indeed, by 1880 the peer at

Modern Kimberley abuts on a three- 
mule-wite circle which contains, within 
barhed-wire barriers, mines, housing” com- 
aeons process sheds, company stores, 
waspitals, public baths, and kitchens—in 
fact, evervthing necessary to the industry 
und its 5,000 Bantu miners, 

‘These Bantu “boys” are voluntary te- 
eruits, who tine fur six months anoually, 
returning to theit kraals with the where- 
withal for meeting taxes, for buying wives 
with lobola (cattle dowry), or for leas 
aerate investrnents, such as concertimas 
and mouth orgais. In “shove grovnd” 
hours they wre seen cooking their food, or 
putchasmy at cost price at the stores, oF 
depositing their wages with the Com- 
pany’s savings departinent. Orten thee 
deposits represent such consitterable on- 
nial aggregates as $230,000 paid in by 
12,000 miners.

ess, liy centrifugal force, separates the 
prouncd-ap mass into different-sized wuts. 
The jigging process washes away barren 
elements from the water-home “concen 
trate,” of gravellike appearance; and, 
finally, the diminished residue flows across 
the petroleunt surfaces, to which only the 
diamonds adhere. 

Yet “ciminished residue” is putting it 
but mildly, since these 70,000 tims at blue 
vround will produce only about 1o0}4 
potmds of dinmonds—say, a tatio of 14,- 
000,000 to T,

Bethlehem (“O.F.S.") isan apprepriate 
name for the gateway ol what i preénit- 
nenitly a pastoral atl igrreabeara a 
Moreover, something of the gently rolling 
veld, of its straying sheey) and clear sim- 
ght, recalls aspects of that Palestine 
which the Dutch Voortrekkers celebrate: 
in dotting their long trail with many o 
scriptural place name. 

Indeed, trivel in whatever direction 
across the Free State's prairies, arn! you 
ure met by the same alternating motives 
af a tich, pastoral scenc—erain, cattle, 
sheep—while the rolling veld stretches 
horizonward and white, bulbous chowdds, 
regularly spaced, make cycloramaitke pro- 
cession across the bile. | 

Though the sun strikes hot, the air has 
a tonic tang; for, as some glirmpsedd rail- 
Way sation sign presently procluimns, you 
are hetween 4.0001nd 5,000 feet above sea 
level, ‘Then you comprehend why the [ree 
State's prairies, together with those of the 
Transvaal, art called the High Veld; in 
“weld” you almost catch the sound af 
“field,” though the Afrikainsche word 
bears amore extensive sense. 

What vou are traversing is part of South 
Africa's vast interior plateau, which, if 
estimated at the qooo-foot contour, forms 
more than one-third of the Union's are. 

Occasionally, miles apart, the plain 
vields sight of some neat little dorp, with 
church spire rising in benediction over its 
flock of flawer-bordered homes, Or per- 
haps you pes megs some larger. witle- 
avenued farming town, whose group of 
municipal buililings give ot to busy shop- 
ping streets, and these to bowling greens 
ot riverside pleasances—all this with the 
prosperous air of a self-contained civic 
unit-set amid the bwundless veld, 

Naw some distant fringe of trees—rare 
and weleome sight—marks the course ol a

King Midas had his fineful “golden 
tnueh” whereby earth's prized things 
tumed uselessly anreate. And, says the 
niyth, it was a sprinkle of water that re- 
metamorphosed them ta their former state 
of wtility. For South Africa, where the 
work!'s:richest wold mines abut on water- 
hungry lands, what a parable, this, in eco 
nomics! Give her, by whatever engineer- 
ing feat, abundance of water, anil her 
prairies and pastures will teem tenfold 
with that living wealth which gold mines 
rannot produce. 

ON THE FAMOTS VOORTHEKEERS ROAD 

We had been moving southward through 
the Caledon Valley, then westward saber 
the Orange River. We now left its course 
near Colesberg. where the old wagon road, 
used hy the Voortrekkers from 1533 on- 
ward, enters the Free State. To-day that 
histurie toad is claimed by motor jorres 
and timeasines, But the Pre State's 
breed of horses is far from being shelve, 
and nee, arid the filling stations that 
dotted the way. we encountered a mem- 
omible tink with the pregasoline era. It 
was nothing less than the old-fashioned 
smuthiy. 

Yes, there it stood, a venerable altar of 
the flatne rite whose alluring noysterics 
coused many a loitering American boy of 
a past generation to be late for school.

Worthy of a monument is that old 
Voortrekkers Rood, with its memories of 
eauth Africa's epic, an epic of exodus. 
That “a nation cannot reinam half-slive, 
half-free,"” was as true of South Ainien in 
1333 as it was of the United States in 
1801; and true, also, was it, in each case, 
that some one must pay the emancipation 
bith. It was the descenrcants of the Cape's 
first settlers who paid by econcmic as 
nnd by exaline themselves. 

For a generntion the British mission- 
aries ideas of race equality had beet aclash 
with those of the slave-holding Boers, 
when there descended the Imperial homb- 
shell of abolition of slavery, which liber- 
rated same 39,000 blacks in the Cape. 
This, together with a badly mismanaged 
indemnity, spelled property confiscation to 
the Boers, They began quitting the Cape 


“with the full assurance,” so rend Trek 


Leader Piet Retef's manifesto, “that the 
English Government will allow us to gov- 
ern ourselves. without interference in the 
future,” 


THE COVERED WAGON—-CONVEYVANCE, 
PORTERESS, AND HOME 


Bible in hand, gun on shoulder, accom- 
panied by their wasons and herds, the 
Boers headed tnte the unknown. Bit, al- 
though feer means “fanner,” that word 
hardly. describes the virile hunters and 
cowhovs who went forth to what, in a 
sense, corresponded with America's “win- 
ning of the West." Beyond them Iny 
hunger, thirst, antl the menace of Zula 
tTegiments; vet, like the Israelites of old, 
the trekkers were devoutly upheld-in their 
frith that the Lord would bring them out 
of ther Egype and into the Promised 
Land, | 

Metare the long line of covered wagans 
rilting across the veld. Tt isa cempanion 
piece to that of the American: pioneers’ 
trek, a deentle tater, aver the Oregem Trail. 
Bach wagon has its sixteen span of oxen 
in rawhide. traces, tts device for keeping 
sind ont of the hubs: it contains pots, 
pans, Oilfong (strips of dry salted meat), 
molds for candles and bullets, and a sleep- 
ing frame strung crisscross with mwhide 
thongs, 

By might the wagons will he Inshed to- 
gether in leager—that is, in a defensive 
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circle which incloses families, campfires, 
amd herds. And thus the Vourtrekker’s 
wigan was af once his conveyance, his 
fortress, aml his hame (see pare 441). 
PAUL ERUGER'S ACCUINT OF THE TREK

- + + Daily, at dinner and supper, the 
children: bad to read part of the Sacred 
Scriptures, . . « Whenever the trek 
came to a resting place, a small hut was 
built, and this became the schoolroom for 
the trekkers’ children,” 

Next vent came the main body of the 
trek. onder Prot Retief, Hendok Potgieter, 
and other stout leaders. Government of 
a sort was estnblished, but God's Word 
constituted the trekkers’ highest law, And 
they callecl the land the Free State, mean- 
ing therehy not only freedom for them- 
selves, but that neither slavery nor the 
seizure of natives’ lands would be per- 
titted; and so, at the outset, they bartered 
cattle for territory, — 

But, as they trekked farther north, 
“peaceful penetration” was extinguished 
In warfareand massacre. Again anil again 
the wagon wheels were locked in laager 
ayainst the black waves of onrushing Zulu 
regimumnts. Once the litth Kruger boy 
lav within the wagon circle, reloading hot 
gums, while forjan hour the men behind 
the wheels poured lead into an assepni- 
hurling horde of 5,000 Matabeles—an at- 
tack which coat the defenders 55,000 head 
Of togted sheep and oxet. 

Many an entire party—one consisting 
ef 33 men, 5 women, and 200 children— 
was assemmied ta death. The retreating 
Zulus burned the veld as they went, leav- 
ing a desolation where hunger and thirst 
grinned skull-like along the Voortrekkers* 
trail, |

NATAL: THE GARDEN PROVINCE 


T ts a land of perpetunl greenness. 
Whether you approach it from motii- 
tain, plain, or sea—he it even in winter, 
when much of the Unien's landscape is 
yellowed and sere—you feel as if you 
were entering some embowered oasis of 
ayivan depths and tinkling. streans. 

Natal, indeed, is as perenmally jrreen as 
the Christmas tree, with which its maine 
is not unassociated; for, on Chrstrias 
Day, 1497, when Vaseo da Goma sighted 
its shores, during the first succeastul Cape- 
rounding voyage to India, he annotmerd 
to his officers, “Senhores, let us name it 
for this, the Natal Day of our Lord,” 

Our approach from the south lay through 
at emerald-ereen valley whose fanks were 
dotted with pied catthe and with distant 
clusters of riative huts resembling brown 
inmushraoms. Then, suddenly, around oa 
cliff, the ocean gleame*d, Away stretched 
a vista of white beaches whose jangle 
fringed dunes showed silhouetted palms 
and gross banana trees. A pelican fished 
inthe estuary, monkeys chattered on limb. 
The. old Portuguese explorer’s carayels 
must be just around the headland, or 40 
one felt amid the timelessness of that

Further. the ruil- 
ways operate the Union's pram-elevator 
eerie, ertet honing centers for the svs- 
tem's employees, and any an annual pen-

What inaugurates rathway pioneering ? 
In many a Natere-favored country early 
settlers spread along navigalle rivers, thus 
provirling a Tester for the. subsequently 
advancing rails: bat in South Africa's case 
there were no such nivers to advantage its 
infant railways of the 1860's. Instead. 
was the subsequent discovery of diamonds 
at Kimberley and of gold on the Rand 
that constituted the belated feeders for 
riilway extension northward. 

South Afrien’s early days of “stcam-car™ 
experimentation presented humors and ag- 


gravations aplenty. (One aspiring individ- 
ual bought up a tit of bankrupt molway 
ancl its rolling stock for $100 and peorgan- 
ved what he might well lave called the 
Hanid-to-Mouth Route. When the daily 
train stoppage dceirred for want of fuel 
or water, the passerigers pitched i. wath 
the crew to cut beish and dig water holes.

THE FIRE-WALKING HINDUS OF SINGAPORE

~ JHETHER he be transplanted 
/%/ from his native land tothe Union 
al South Africa or to the Straits 


Settlements, the Bast Indian fire-walker 
tikes his weird religious. ceremony with 
hon. 

After an absence of two years, | had 
heen back in Singapore® only a few hours 
when my English schodl-teucher hostesses 
rushed ainty their apartment with the 
breathless news that a Hiulo aequamtanee 
had given them reserverd-seat tickets: for 
uw Treemiri (fire-walking ). | 

We stepped into a 2oth-century auto- 
mobile and were whisked away to set an 
ancient rite which is as vital to-day in the 
lives of the Hindus as it was at the time 
of its Inception. 

We arrived, as we supposed.early enough 
to avoid the crowd: “To aur surprise, the 
street outside atl the yards within the 
temple imelosure were already thronged 
with Hindus, Chittese, Malays, and others. 

The task of wending our way through 
this seething mob was as difficult ss tha 
of finding a place ina New York sulwwar 
express chiring the rosh hour aml! vastly 
mere unpleasant, for most of these hw- 
man heities wore practically no clothe. 
Tt was with a thankful sigh of relief that 
we sank into our chairs cn a haleony ani 
locked down apen the thretigs, composed 
chiefly of spectutors, 


DEVOTEES PREPARE THEI HODIES FUR 
TORTURE 


The devotees; including quite a number 
of wore, approximated 4oo, Some were 
kneeling and touching the carth with their 
foreheads, while others, more devout, were 
literally groveling in the dirt. A few were 
endeavoring to érawl or roll completely 
aronnd the temple, a task which would 
have been diffeult if the path tad been 
chear and covered with velvety moss in- 
stead of Iewing rough, crowded, and thick 
with dust, One elderly tian seemed at the 
ender his strength when he had completed 
his self-appomted penance, although two 
friends ‘had accompanied him and lifted 
lins over drams and ether hmedrances.

Great piles of wood were bamed 
to embers: then the ashes were raked into 
a neat bed about 24 feet long, It seemei!

with a goat, one holding the frightened 
creature's head ant! the other a hind leg. 
Another man raised a seythelike knife and 
in an instant the head was severer frorm 
the body. 

A fourth participant anatched the quiv- 
ering, bleeding body and ran around the 
bed of coals, then disappeared in the 
throne. 

By this time I was feeling desperately 
ii, but with no pessible chance for estipe, 
for the crowds were now in a frenziel 
state and it would have been unsate to leave 
currefuge. ‘The staring eyes of the deva- 
tees seemed glued upon the idols at the 
other end of the path of glowing embers. 

Finally, the priests who held back the 
devatees began to lash them with whips,

TAL TUSAM 15 A THRER-DAY CEREMONY 


To the Hinds god Subramanya, son of 
Siva, the Tai Pusam vows are made. ‘This 
three-lay. ceremony takes place in Sin- 
gapore in January. Weeks m advance 
the participants prepare themselves by ab- 
staining from the routines of life. 

The first day of the ceretnony the silver 
car, which is the palangquin of the image of 
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the god, is brought forth from its shelter 
in the courtvard of the Tank Road Tem- 
ple; dusted and polished, then drawn tothe 
South Bridge Road Temple, where it te- 
inains under a canopy tintil the third day. 

On the car isa thronelike.scat for Sub- 
ramanya. The mest prominent of the dec- 
orations is the representation, ly meus 
of & figure with one body and three hears, 
of the Trimurti, the three principal. di- 
vinities acknowledged by the Mindus— 
Hrihma, Vishnu, and Siva (see ilhistra- 
tions, pages 516 and 517). | 

On the second day the difficult part of 
the vow is performed. Although the dev- 
otees begin early in the morning, it is usu- 
ally lite afternoon before all have had 
chance ty become self-made martyrs. 

As 1 was most anxious to get some pic- 
tures of these religionists, we started he- 
fore » o'clock for the Paramal Temple tm 
Serangoon Road and found the streets 
aiready alive with people, mostly Tamils, 
emigrants from southern Indi. 

We ahandoned our car on Serangoon 
Roud, near the entrance to the temple 
grounds, and pushed our way through the 
crowds, which were as dense in spots as a 
virgm jungle. A few individuals were par- 
ticipants ; the rest were simply onlookers. 

It is here that the final preparations for 
the martyrdom take place. The purtici- 
pants—mern, wornen, and children—gather 
In the -grounds of the temple and hathe 
in a well the water of which has been 
blessed previousty by the officiating priest. 

The image of the god is garlanded with 
flowers, mest Hitricately and ‘artistically 
arranged, and showered with offerings of 
rice, bananns, coconuts, betel leaf, aml 
other delicacies, 

The vow-maker is now closely sur- 
rounded by his friends, who chant pas- 
sages from the Vedas, here-and there m- 
serting: itt unisom the cry of “Aro Hara.” 
Next, powdered ashes, which may or may 
rot he prepared to relieve the sensitiveness 
of the skin, are dusted over the body. The 
flesh ts sometimes pounded with the cdge 
of the hand, causing the skin to rise. 


MAKING A PUXCUSHION OF A DEVOTEE 


T pushed my way to the front of a tightly 
packed group in order to: obtam a closer 
view, Before me sit a Tamil clad inva 
loincloth and silver pins. "Two temple offi 
cals; one on cach side, were preparing the 


old 


thartyr for his three-mile pilgrimage to the 
temple on ‘Tank Road by thrusting pins 
into his flesh, His chest, his back, his: 
forehead, his arms and thighs, were en- 
tirely covered. with small, shining, V- 
shaped pins. He seemed almost in a state 
of coma and his eves rolled! in their sockets 
until at times only the whites were visible. 
HITCHED 'O A CAB BY HOOKS IX FLESH 

Hardly knowing how T managed it, I 
found myself in the midst of another 
Eroup, cages: the priests thrusting Jong 
spearlike needles through holes in the 
metal luths of a fanlike arch over another 
devotee. "These needles, which were from 
two to three feet long, had to be fastened 
securely in the flesh of the chest and back 
m ornler to hold in place this heavy metal 
canopy. Throveli his cheek bod been 
thrust a silver skewer, which protruded an 
inch or more on each side of his face, 

A follower placed before the devotee:a 
pair of spiked sandals which had sharp, 
curved blaces on all sides and pointed nails, 
an inch and a haif long, rising from the 
center. He placed ius bare foot under the 
strap whith was to hold them on and pro- 
ceeded a few steps: Then I saw him kick 
first one off, then the other. The attendl- 
ant quickly picked them up and agam 
placed them in his path, hut they seemed 
too much for nim, He refused ty wear 
them, ae 

I decided that T ost be growing a bit 
hardened to all this ¢elf-torture, as I 
watchel devotee after devotes being. pre- 
pared inthe fashian each had chosen. One 
was haying his body covered with lines, 
which were dangling from hooks m the 
skin. The manner which these were m- 
serted made me think of the baiting of 4 
fshhook (sce pages 476 and 521). 

Still another hac small brass jars of 
milk hanging from the hooks. A leaf 
was tied over the top of each jar.
